“Cajoling 
| recently finished a very exhaustive and extensive course fully dedi- 
cated to studying AIDS. Even though we are in the midst of a bombard- 
ment of media reports on the disease, there are still a lot of controversial 
conspiracies of sorts regarding AIDS that | believe we are being told, or 
more deceptively, not being told. 

For starters, one speaker told us about the real contractive measure by 
which AIDS is sexually transmitted.

HIV is more commonly passed to 
women (and men) by IV drug use, or sharing needles with people who are 
HIV positive or have AIDS. 

While this class taught me a great deal about the virus, and many of the 
other concerns which linger beneath the umbrella of AIDS, it also re- 
affirmed a number of things for me. We have got to be aware of the 
disease, but continue to function in this world confident that there is a 
certain degree of trust that bonds us, as humans, and that, no matter what 
kind of spook the government may try and terrify us with, we should not 
let that alter the level of trust we have with one another.
